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Town Engineer 
comes under fire 


Wilmington Town Engineer 
Robert Higgins came under fire at 
the selectmen's meeting Monday 
night. 

Citing problems with unfinished 
subdivisions and betterment 
charges which have not been 
computed, Selectman Jim Stewart 
said that the Engineering 

“certainly seems to be 
the department with the most 
undone work, He said that the 
situation should be reviewed, to 
learn why this is happening. 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale 
suggested to Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski that he have the 
engineer put in more time. 

"I feel strongly that he put in the 
extra hours. | feel he is not 
carrying his load.” 

Recently in a meeting with 
selectmen, Higgins asked for more 
help. At one time, the department 
had two additional people, an 
inspector and a filing clerk. The 
filing clerk had been paid for under 
the federal grant for the town 


sewer program. 

A surge of development within 
the past year and a half has 
drastically increased the work load 
on the department. 

Residents of the Middlesex Pines 
subdivision last week complained 
that their streets have yet to be 
finished. Selectmen also cited other 
subdivisions in which work was 
uncompleted. 

A recent audit report cited the 
engineering department for failing 
to allocate costs of the sewer 
program, in which six of seven 
contracts were completed in 1983 

Accountant John Deislinger 
wrote: 

“Allocation costs for five of these 
contracts had not been computed by 
the Town Engineer's office as of 
January 1986. The financial effect 
‘on the town is in terms of cash flow 
~ ie. the bills have not gone out, the 
cash has not been collected, and 
therefore the Town is not earning 
interest income.” 


Betterments question 
on Aldrich Road

cost $7,000. He gets plenty of clean 
water from that artesian well 

He bought the home on May 18, 
1983. 

Recently he received notice from 
the town of an assessment on his 
property for $3926, for his share 
of the cost of constructing a water 
main on Aldrich Road, past his 
home, Phil doesn’t use that water 
main, he told the commissioners. 
To use it he would have to drill 
through about 150 feet of rock. 

Chairman George Allen was sym- 
pathetic. He also explained the law. 
Abutters who feel they are entitled 
to an abatement, on such construc- 
tion costs, have to apply within six 
months of receiving the betterment 
bill. 

Allan said he would be unable to 
act. He was alone, among the com- 
missioners. The board would take 
action later, Phil was told. 

Commissioner Art Smith arrived 
sometime after 8 p.m. and the 
conversation was re-opened, Phil 
Largomarsino had gone home. 

The clerk, Sylvia Bowman, 
pointed out that, according to her 
records, Mr. Lagomarsino had not 
owned the home when the original 
betterment bills went out, and the 
applications for abatement were to 
be made out. The man who owned 
the house was someone else - the 
person who had built it. 

That did not solve the problem.

Dan Ballou put a water treatment 
plant for North Wilmington at the 
top of his list. He also spoke of a 
traffic division for the police de- 
partment, the hazardous waste 
committee, the high school reno- 
vation, a zoning-by-law study 
committee, a department of com 
minity development, resurfacing 
of the tennis courts, and more help 
for the town engineer. 

Jim Stewart said he would like to 
develop an incentive programto set 
money aside for a North Wilming- 
ton fire station, a tax stabilization 
fund, a maintenance program for 
grounds, determination of whter 
the "temporary" town hall would 
be temporary, a review of the 
engineering department, aquifer 
protection zoning, hazardous waste 
pickup, completion of lights at 
Route 129, completion of a review 
of town-owned land, the Reading 
Light case, and the possibility of the 
town becoming self-insured 

Rocco DePasquale spoke of 
finding a better way of handling 
trash pickups, and of the problem 
with completing the Middlesex 
Pines subdivision. 

Stewart said the town should 
adopt a penalty bond system, or the 
town would have developers 
dropping projects and letting the 
town finish them, 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
had a list of his own, including the 
establishment of a non-profit cable 
television corporation, and a 
seminar on management with town 
officials.

Rebuilt aquaduct 
was WPA project 


The use of three letter words has 
been changed over the past half 
century, 

In the 1930's a three letter word 
generally betokened a project of 
“make work,” a device to provide 
employment. Today the reader has 
to suspect that a new kind of pol- 
lutant is being discussed. 

The WPA, in 1933, was designed 
to provide jobs for the unemploy- 
ed, "Leaf raking" and WPA were 
almost synonomous, but there were 
projects in which buildings and 
Public dams were constructed. 

In Tewksbury, the town con- 
structed a stadium, behind the then 
new high school. That stadium 
served the town well, over the 
years, There was also some grading 
work done, near the Foster School, 

In Wilmington, a new stone 
building was erected in the Wild- 
wood Cemetery, and storie walls 
around the cemetery in someplaces. 
The Town Hall, too, had an addi- 
tion, two rooms and two toilets. 

In neither town did anyone think 
of improving the water situation. 
Tewksbury didn't have a water 
department. Maybe that was the 
time to have started one. Wilming- 
ton did have one, but without many 
needed water mains. Twenty years 
later the Wilmington Town Meet- 
ing was fe ing about where to 
spend the allocated $30,000, each 
year, 

Yes, there were regrets 20 years 
later. 

One project of 1933 which has 
generally been overlooked over the 
years was the re-construction of the 
aquaduct over the Maple Meadow 
Brook, for the old Middlesex 
Canal. A picture of that aquaduct 
appeared in this paper on July 23. 

‘That aquaduct, one can say, was 
constructed, at least in part, three 
times. 

‘The fitst time was before 1803 
when the canal first opened. Canal 
barges were towed, in that year, 
between Charlestown and that part 
of Chelmsford which shortly be- 
came Lowell. The aquaduct at the 
time was of wood, on a temporary 
basis. \ 

A stone foundation was consttuc- 
ted shortly after the canal was

Dick Tufenkjian was handling

There was a center support in the 
stream. No portland cement was 
used in those days. Instead, a sort of 
limestone was imported from the 
southern part of Italy. If one in- 
Spects the photograph one can see 
how the timbers which supported 
the water trough were in turn 
Supported by the underlying stone 
work, 

The interesting part of the 
re-construction in 1933 was that it 
resulted in a long lasting friendship 
between Edward C, Manning and 
Peter Neilson. 

Manning, Wilmington High 
Schoo! 1928, had graduated from 
Harvard with a master's degree, 
magna cum laude. He graduated 
into a world where there was no 
work for college graduates. Tea- 
chers in Wilmington High Schoal 
were being paid $750 a year, and 
there were no openings. 

Neilson, a stone mason, had 
served 10 years on the Wilmington 
School Committee. It was he, in 
1923, who introduced the reso- 
lution that school committee mem- 
bers serve without pay. 

In 1933, without any income, he 
was about to announce that he 
would not be a candidate in 1934, 

Manning became the clerk of the 
works, on the project of rebuilding 
the aquaduct. Neilson became the 
mason in charge. 

The project was finished in a 
couple of weeks but Neilson and 
Manning had by that time formed a 
bond of friendship. It was Neilson 
who persuaded Manning to run for 
election to the school committee in 
1934, a fact that Manning never 
forgot. 

That was, in One sense, the 
beginning of Manning's efforts for 
the Town of Wilmington. One can, 
today, go into the high school and 
‘see the plaque which was put in the 
hallway when the present high 
school was erected. 

Edward C..Manning was chair- 
man of that school building 
committee, 


Pres. Kennedy. The President was 
expressing gratitude for Gail's help 
and support during his last presi- 
dential campaign. 

Ed Ward Jr. of Morse Avenue 
and James McCart of Marjorie 
Road enlisted in the eee and 
were undergoing basic ig at 
the Great Lakes Naval Station.

The Grace case 


A federal grand jury Monday decided that the W.R.Grace 
Company was responsible for the hazardous waste contamin- 
ation of two drinking wells in Woburn. The case has been 
widely reported, 

Those two wells, no longer in existence, had been located 
beside the Aberjona River 20 or more years ago, presumably by 
Woburn engineers. The site was probably approved by 
appropriate Massachusetts engineers. Several small streams in 
North Woburn and part of South Wilmington join to form the 
Aberjona River. The river flows through Winchester and into 
the Mystic Lakes. 

The Aberjona has been described, quite properly, as a 
discolored and malodorous stream, It flows through an area of 
small and large industrial plants, some of which could 
presumably have been the source of the two chemicals found, 

Without doubt, attorneys for the two’ firms being sued 
considered these factors as did prosecuting attorneys. 

Residents of Woburn, Reading and Wilmington are aware of 
the hazardous waste site in North Wobum, adjacent to Interstate 
Route 93. For 10 or more years it has been a topic of many 
discussions. The gite is that of the "Woburn Odor," and among 
other things on the site were thousands of buried cattle hides, 
and several kinds of buried chemicals. There are fences around 
that site today because of the problems. 

In World War I that hazardous waste site was the site of the 
Merrimack Chemical Company. There was a large smokestack, 
visible for some miles. 

Since then there have been other firms on the site, some of 
which have had.to defend their actions in court for alleged 
hazardous practices, 

The history of that site goes back to at least 1856. In that year 
the Hill, Chandler & Co. chemical works plant was on that site, 
and shortly thereafter the Boston & Lowell Railroad established 
a railroad station there, That station, located in North Woburn, 
was called South Wilmington. 

Chemically speaking, the Aberjona River has a poor history. 
Did any of the pollutants in those two wells come from the 
tiver? There are some who feel that such was the case, 

The jury in the case, however, has found W.R. Grace-guilty of 
polluting the wells with TCE and PCE. The trial still has a long 
way to go, but will be in recess for a few weeks, 

The next phase will weigh whether the chemicals actually 
caused leukemia in the victims. 

The guilty verdict on W.R.Grace also opens the door for'the 
City of Woburn suing Grace for polluting the wells, And that 
suit has already been filed.

But it also served 
on the “picket line,” the line of 
ships which was to fight off the 
"kamikazes,” explosive-laden 
Japanese airplanes which sought to 
crash themselves against US 
warships.In that picket line the Bass 
was almost struck twice. 

The first attack was at about 8 
a.m., at which time a kamikaze 
Picked the USS H. A. Bass as a tar- 
get. It came from forward (ahead), 
as it dove against the ship. 

Forward the Bass had a five inch 
gun, useful for anti aircraft, several 
40 millimeter guns, and several 20 
millimeter Bofors guns. The 
Kamikaze was diving into that anti 
aircraft fire. 

Marfleet says they could see the 
tracer bullets "getting into him,” 
but nothing happened. "It seemed 
that he came down for five hours." 

Finally, the Japanese kamikaze 
did an easy roll and landed in the 
water, about 10 yards away, where 
it exploded. The concussion 
knocked out the after fire room. 
Within a matter of minutes, 
Marfleet says, the fire room and the 
after engine room were "back on 
line." There was no damage, other 
than a sheered steam line, from the

The second attack was at about 2 
a.m., some weeks later. It was made 
‘on a moonlight night. The kami- 
kaze was flying low, so as to be able 
to see American ships silhouetted 
by the moon. The Bass was on the 
picket line, and the kamikaze 
attacked. 

The kamikaze could not dive. It 
was too low. But its-wings were 
sheered off, by a combination of 
boat davits and other obstructions. 
The kamikaze landed in the water 
just beyond the Bass, and exploded. 
Seams, in the hull of the Bass, were 
ripped open. One man was killed 
and 11 injured,

Afterward it returned to the picket 
line, and was there when the 
Japanese government put out 
“feelers” about surrender, after the 
dropping of the first atomic bomb 
on Hiroshima, 

Japan surrendered, but it took a 
long time for the surrender to 
become a fact. While this was going 
on, the US Navy was aware that 
there was still one Japanese 
battleship which was capable of 
fighting. HIMS (His Imperial 
Japanese Majesty's Ship) Nagato 
was anchored in a position where it 
could open fire on the U.S. Fleet, as 
that fleet steamed in to accept the 
Japanese surrender, 

She was an old ship, built about 


1915, and armed with 12 or 14 inch 
guns. The Nagato had not taken 
much part in the fighting against 
the US Navy, She was still capable 
of firing big shells against the ships 
of the U.S, Navy. 

Suppose, if the opportunity offer- 
ed, that some nut on the Nagato 
decided to open fire! 

The Nagato had to be put out of 
commission, and this before the 
surrender ceremony took place, 
The USS H.A. Bass, with her crew 
of .120 men of demolition and 
commando experts, was the ship to 
do it. 

Orders were sent, by blinker, 
from the Flagship. The USS Bass 
got underway at 2 a.m. and at 6 
a.m. it was near the Nagato, where

of the Nagato offered no resistance. 
The crew of that ship numbered 
only about 120 men, and they 
promptly lined up on the main 
deck, in review formation, Those 
Japanese sailors, as one man, bowed 
deeply, from the waist. 
Marfleet was to see, in the next 
few months, many Japanese bow as 
as did the crew of that Japanese 
battleship, that morning.

Individual Retirement Accounts 
came under scrutiny by tax 
reformers. Some of those leading 
the reform movement proposed the 
elimination of tax deductions for 
contributions beginning next year. 
As a result, IRAS seem even more 
attractive this year. 

The House bill called for 
reduction of IRA contributions by 
the amount put into a 401(k) plan 
The Senate called for repeal of the 
tax deduction on IRAs for those 
covered by other pension plans. 
However, the income earned by 
your IRA on existing and future 
contributions would continue to be 
tax deferred. (On withdrawal, only 
earned income would be taxed, not 
the contribution that had been taxed 
already.) 

Tougher penalties for early 
withdrawal were proposed. Some 
reformers wanted it to cost 15 
percent, not the current 10 percent, 
in non-deductible penalties for you 
to get at your money before you're 
59 - 1/2, Under. the old rules, it 
makes financial sense to keep 
money in an IRA even for 5 to 8 
years; but you'd have to keep the 
money in for 10 to 20 years to 
balance out a 15 percent penalty

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Water supply problem 


on St. 


St. Paul Street in Wilmington is 
an old time "paper street” leading 
northerly from Glen Road, and 
close to the present town hall. It is 
in an area which has seen a lot of 
homes constricted in the past few 
years. Land has increased tremen- 
dously in value, 

Not far from St, Paul Sweet is a 
100 by 100 house lot, facing on 
Glen Road. It has been vacant for 
over 50 years, Just a few weeks ago 
that lot of land was sold, for 
$75,000. A new house is now being 
erected, 

Possibly the best home on St. Paul 
Street at this time was recently 
constructed by Carlo Giangrego- 
rio.He had a difficult time acquir- 
ing his land, but finally all was 
well, and he has constructed a very 
fine home at 21 St. Paul Street. 

But you can't drive up to his 
home from Glen Road, There are 
still a lot of trees. To reach the 
Giangregorio home one has to 
drive up King Street, and then left 
onto Garden Avenue, and then 
right onto St. Paul Street. 

Sounds complicated? 

Yes, to a degree. But there is 
town water on Garden Avenue and 
the portion of St. Paul Street where 
Carlo Giangregorio lives. Now the 
Wilmington Housing Authority is 
planning the erection of two homes,

Those two new houses will be 
‘very near to the present town hall. 

The complications.in the picture 
come from the fact that many years 
ago someone built a home off Cary 
Avenue, which is about 800 feet 
northerly of Garden Avenue. That 
someone used a two inch pipe for a 
water main from King Street. 

There are new homes now, 
recently constructed, Each is on a 
six inch water main. But between 
the new homes and King Street is 
that old two inch main. The water 
commissioners do not like it. 

The six inch mains go to a point 
which is 88 feet from St. Paul 
Street, extended. 

The St. Paul Street six inch water 
main is to be extended to the corner 
of Cary Street. 

The water commissioners, talking 
on July 24, wanted to connect the 
Cary Street main to that on St. Paul 
Street. The homes on Cary Street, 
they said,are entitled to full pres- 
sure. 

But who is going to pay for that 
88 feet of six inch water main? 

Who is going to pay for repaving 
Cary Street, for that 88 feet? 

The water'commissioners do not 
know. That, they decided, is a 
problem for the town manager

Continued from S-1 
didn’t take even die-hard Boston 
sports fans long to forget his 
name. You'd think Oil Can, who 
is earning in the neighborhood of 
$350,000 a year, would think 
about his future without 
baseball. It is a very short walk 
from Fenway Park and the 
pitcher’s mound to the shadows 
of Lansdowne Street, where he 
could quickly find himself park- 
ing cars if he doesn’t take a long 
hard look at why he’s acting the 
way he is. 

LET US move on to lighter 
topics. Dining out on the town, 
for example. There are studies 
in almost every field these days, 
so why shouldn't there be one in 
the area of dining out. An Ohio 
State University psychologist, 
Michael Lynn, has conducted 
just such a study. The focus is on 
tipping, actually, and who tips 
the most. What Lynn discovered 
was this: alcohol was a definite 
impact on how diners tip. Ac. 
cording to Lynn, the more one 
drinks, the more he or she tends 
to tip. Lynn found that teetotal 
ers are about even when it 
comes to tipping: about half tip 
the customer fifteen percent, 
about half don't. Lynn also 
discovered that alcohol in- 
creases one’s positive mood, 
adding to the likelihood of leav. 
ing a good tip, and he also found 
that alcohol decreases one's 
power to process information, 
and therefore, it is easiest to 
simply follow the fifteen percent 
rule. 

IF YOU'RE considering trav. 
elling to California for dinner, 
consider this: a recent poll 
revealed that when it comes to 
impending earthquakes 
Californians trust the odd 
behavior of an animal as a 


prediction as quickly as they 
trust the word of a scientist. 
UCLA socialologist Ralph 
Turner says this is his conclu- 
sion after Californians to 
rate the credibility of earth- 
quake warnings. The study, 
which took three years, by the 
way, reveals that people don’t 
like to keep all their faith in one 
source. A California 
seismologist by the name of 
Kate Hutton says there's a lot of 
validity to Turner's findings. 
According to her, the Chinese 
use animal behavior as a pro- 
gnosticator all the time. Chinese 
have reported everything from 
pigs jumping over fences to 
chickens flying out of their 
coops to snakes leaving their 
holes prior to earthquakes. 
Californians, who have a repu-
